STARTS ABOUT DEC. 1 


Construction of AVCO’s Re- 
search and Development plant | 
on Lowell -Street will start 
about Dec. first, or within a 
few days of that date, Dr. 
Lloyd P. Smith, president of 
the Research Division announc- 
ed, Tuesday, in Boston. Dr. 
Smith made the announcement at 
a luncheon, and a subsequent 
dinner at the Hotel Somerset 
in Boston. 
Present at the dinner were 
about 100 persons, AVOO offic- 
ials, led by Victor Emmanuel, 
president of the huge AVCO 
Corp, parent company of the 
Research Division. Scientists 
from Harvard and the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, 
Government Officials, and Of- 
ficials of Wilmington were pre 
sent, including Mrs. Wavie 
Drew, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Herbert C Barrows, 
former owner of the AVC) land, 
and chairman of the Finance 
Committee, and Town Manager 
Joseph Courtney. 
The $15 million. buildings 
will be constructed so that 
the ‘back’ of the buildings 
will be towards the§romer of 
Brentwood Avenue and Woburn 
Street, and the ‘front’ facing 
in the direction of the Sunny- 
hurst Ice Cream Plant, 
Three of the buildings, not 
including the largest, will be 
actually constructed atove the 
ground, by which, it is meant 
that there will be an open 
‘crawl space’ beneath them, and 
the buildings will stand, as 
it were, on stilts. In speak- 
ing of this Dr. Smith did not 
reveal any reason fcr such 
construction, but assured his 
listeners that there would be 
no problem with New England 
weather, no matter how cold it 
should become, because of in- 
sulation planned. 
Of the 1500 or more people to 
be employed in the new plant, 
Dr Smith thought that between 
700 and 1100 would come from 
Stratford Connecticut and a- 
bout 200 from the Everett Mass 
plant. 
AVO) Research and Development 
is exactly what its name im- 
plies, Dr. Smith told his lis- 
teners. It will be a plant in

DECISION 
Mrs Elizabeth Green of Nassau 
Ave, who was permanently in- 
jured after falling on the 
Shawsheen Ave Bridge on Nov 9, 
1952, was awarded $3800 judg- 
ment, to be paid by the Town, 
in last week’s trial in Boston 
Superior Court. The jury’s de- 
cision, which came on Monday 
morning, Nov 19, was made 
‘with leave reserved’ -- mean- 


jing that Judge Fairhurst had 
the right to reverse the de- 


cision if he feels the Town 
was not liable for Mrs Green’s 
accident. 

Mrs Green maintained that the 
fall was caused by a differ- 
ence in elevatim, where the 
bridge meets the road, and 
that she tripped as she was 
walking over it, The fall re- 
sulted in a broken leg, which 
will keep 68 year old Mrs 
Green on crutches for the rest 
of her life. 

The difference in elevation 
between the bridge and the 
road is not more than a half 
an inch at any point, and it 
has existed for over 10 years, 
Nothing has been done to it 
since Mrs Green’s mishap.

swept clear by the glaciers, and has since ac- 
cumulated a type of subsoil known as loess, and 
loam, and, near the brook, peat which has grown 
into the meadow since the days of the glaciers. 
At this place the Maple Meadow Prook is running 
through the last of what was known as the Maple 
Meadow Plain, and a short distance downstream 
begins another part of Wilmington, once known 
as "The Ladder Pole (swamp) *. 

This summer just past, as he has for the past 


sixty four years, flerb Barrows has cut 40 acres- 


of hay, timothy, on his farm. This summer was, 
probably the last time. Mr. Barrows bought the 
farm back in 1894, from the Widow John Perry 
estate, a part of what was much larger holdings 
of John Perry, Blacksmith. 

Mr. Barrows' operation of the farm was, of 
course, a successful enterprise, but it was not 


his only activity." Ever since his youth he has 
engaged in all sorts of business affairs, pri- 
vate contracting, milk business, wood cutting 
and a nursery. It was he who carted the iron 
rails for the first street car line in Wilming- 
ton, back in 1894. He has in his day cut many 
acres of trees, to convert into cordwood and 
lumber. He has been, for the past sixty three 
years, an official in one capacity or another 
of the town of Wilmington, the oldest official 
in point of service in Massachusetts we believe 
Outsice of being a little "hippy" on damp days 
he is still an amazingly spry and alert indivi- 
dual. 

Before we dismiss him from this column we can 


mention his horses. He has always been known 
for the quality of the horses he kept, and in 
his day he has owned perhaps about 70 @11 told. 
Many of the people of Wilmington who are now in 
their fifties have told us of the horses ne 
had years ago, and when they are in a really 
reminiscent mood have stated that the buggy he 
owned at the time ‘le was courting Nina was just 
about "the smartest rig" they ever saw. Mr. 
PRarrows' judgement of horseflesh is probably a- 
bout the best today in Middlesex County. 

Herb bought the farm when he was a young fel- 
low, just fresh out of Reading. He bought 75 
acres of the land that had been in the John 
Perry estate. Perry had tought the land that 
made up this farm in two parcels, back in 1838 
and 1841. He bought the blacksmith shop of Asa 
Shelcon, famed "Wilmington Farmer" who moved 
Tremont Hill into the Back Bay of Boston, and 
told all about it in his biography, and he also’ 
bought some of the land in 1841 from Nathaniel 
and Polly Bachelder. 

John Perry's farm had more holdings than this 
- it ran clear down to West Street, and well 
down Woburn Street towards Woburn. He lived in 
the old farmhouse, as did his children and many 
of his grandchildren in their Cay. ye ran the 
blacksmith shop that had been started by Asa 
Sheldon, and which only ceased operating about 
twenty years ago. The old wheelwright wheel, of 
stone, stood in the corner for many years, un- 
til it was bought by the late Arthur Coolidge 
and taken to neading 

It was while John Perry owned 


the farm that 


the "New Road" was cut through - Now Lowell 
Street. Cut through about 1853-4, it was the 


first street in Wilmington to be surveyed he- 
fore being constructed, and thus does not look 
as though it were laid out by a meandering cow. 
It was known for years as "the New Road", and 
Mrs. Emma Murray Sargent, granddaughter of John 
Perry, born in the Barrows home in 1873, so re- 
ferred to it until the day of her death.

It was John Murray, Emma's father, who added 
the "east wing' to the house - other than that 
the gambrel roofed building dates back to ‘at 
least 1704, and perhaps in the 1690's. It has a 
"hipped roof' of the style of the’ seventeenth- 
century, similar to that of the socalled "1730 
House' in North Wilmington, (which, we believe 
to be older than its name wonld infer). 

The late Arthur T. fond, about 19939, dida 
bit of research on the old house. He ford that 
Joseph Winn Jr, in 1704 hought a woodlot with 
buildings thereon; for 7 pounds in the "3rd 
division of woodlots', being hounded by the 
"Huné@red Acre Path' to the easterly (path to 
HNundree Acres Meadow?), to the southwesterly by 
the "John Tidd Woodlot' and Westerly by the 
"Maple Meadow Cove'. 

Pond also found that "this land' (where the 
house is) was sold in 1706 to Joseph Winn Jr by 
John Tidd Sr. John Tidd Sr was a Master Carp- 
enter, and may have built the house. Mr. Pond 
also found that Joseph Winn Sr was interested, 
in 1696 in a "sawpit' which stood somewhere 
the present site of the Consolicatee chemicals 
plant, just over the line in North Woburn. A 
sawpit was a device for cutting trees into lum- 
her, being a pit into which a man got to pull 
down on an up-and-down saw, while his partner, 
working above, pulled it up. We presume the man 
on top had the hardest work, but the man below 
certainly got his share of sawdust in his face. 

The sawpit reference is interesting hecanse 
one of the first streets in Woburn (locatibn to 
day unknown) was "Sawpit Lane', and the road 
past the Parrows place was known in the early 
days as "Sawpit Lane’. Whether or nt the two 
roads were the same one is a question, but the 
one from Woburn center, in 1642 led to a sawpit 
in the "Peading Sawpit Woods'.’ Reading is only 
a hundred yards or so from the Consolidated 
plant. 

Wohurn Street, like Eames Street and Andover 
Street are all part of the old "Andover Road! 
which was laid out in 1672 fron Andover to Bos- 
ton, and which crossee the Ipswich at the ford 
which is today covered by Jenks' bridge. Many 
of the homes on these streets have deeds today 


which refer to "The Andover Roade', as their ow- 
ners might discover if they took the time to 
look. 

If the two "Sawpit Lanes' were identical we 
would have a date of 1642 for the earliest tn 
this neighborhood. If, as we presume, they re 
this neighborhood. If, as we presume, they 
were two different lanes, then the oldest ref- 


ence to the place is found in the Town Meeting 
of Woburn of Feb 24, 16731 a most intriguing 


record. It was voted at that meeting that: 
"Izack Brooks, haueing ingeigee to set traps 


from time to time in a spring between Wood Hill 
and Maple medow Playne to cach Wolues, hee 
hauing bin at Charge to alure the wolues the- 
ther; all other persons are prohibited to set 
any traps at the seme place, soe long as Izack 
Brooks liueth, and shall goe on to improue it 
for the same end or use’. 

Mr Brooks, it should be reported, was quite 
suceessful as a wolf trapper, Ile was paid a 
bounty of 10 shillings for each wolf, and in 
the year 1677 he earned a munificent sum by 
killing sowen of the beasts. 

Rut now the land where Izack Brooks trapped 
wolves, where Joseph Winn farmed, where Asa 
Shelden had his blacksmith shop, where John 
Perry shoed horses, and where Herbert Barrows 
had cut his timothy hay for 64 summers hs to 
-have a change in its appearance. It will he, 
literally, from Wolves to Wizardry. 


THE NEW SCHOOL OFF GLEN ROAD

With Christmas only a little 
more than a month away, the 
Post Office is geared up right 
now to insure the delivery of 
all gift packages and Christ- 
mas Cards by December 25th, 
tut your cooperation is es- 
sential. 

Speaking about his plans, the 
Postmaster said, ‘There’s a- 
tout 167 million people in 
this country today. More than 
ever before. More people means 
more Christmas mail. That's 
why it’s so important to have 
a helping hand from the public 
to Mail farly for Christmas’. 
The Postmaster especially dir- 
ected his appeal to ‘the lady 
of the house’, beceuse she us- 
ually selects the Christmas 
cards, buys most of the gifts, 
and sees to it that the Christ 
mas mailing list is up-to- 
date. 

Predicting that this year’s 
Christmas mail will set @ new 
all time record, exceeding 
even the 150,000 pieces of 
mail handled here in 1955, the 


tmaster urged that you take 
the following steps at once: 
Geck your Christmas cerd 
lists very carefully - make 
sure that each address in- 
cludes the full name, street 
and number, city, zone and 
state. Then, secure pamphlet 
No. 2 at the Post Office, tell 
ing you all about Packaging 
and Wrapping Parcels for Mail- 
ing, and Pamphlet No. 3, giv- 
ing full details on Domestic 
Postage Rates and Fees. Stock 
up on stamps at the same time. 
Also, ask for free labels 
reading ‘All for Local Deliv- 
ery’ and ‘All For Out of Town 
Delivery’, so that you can 
speed arrival of your Christ- 
mss Cards by sorting and ty- 
ing them in two separate bund- 
les with the addresses all fac 
ing one way. 

A modest investment in heavy 
wrapping paper, sturdy empty 


cartons, strong cord and craft 
peper adhesive tape will pay 
big. dividends in safe deliv- 
eries of your cherished Christ 
mas gifts. 

If you'd like to include your 
Christmas Cards or letters in- 
side the packages with your 
gifts, just add the appropri- 
ate First Class mai] postage 
to the postage for the pack- 
ages themselves. This combina- 
tion mail service recently in- 


troduced by the Post Office 
Departrent insures simul tane- 
ous arrival of your gifts and 
greetings. 

Remember, that only Christmas 
Cards carrying three cents, or 
six cents Air Mail postage, 
may include a personal mess- 
age. Nothing more than a sig- 
nature is authorized on cards 
mailed at the two cent Third 
Class rate, and be sure your 
return address is on every 
Christmas Card envelope - this 
is socially correct, and helps 
both you and your friends to 
keep your mailing lists up-to- 
date. 

After your gift wrapping and 
packing is complete and your 
Christmas Cards are addressed 
and stamped, plan your mail- 
‘ings so that those for the 
most distant points go first. 
Try to get all long-distance 
mailings into the Post Office 
before December 10th and those 
for nearby points should be 
mailed by December 15th.

Rather than going into detail 
about the Board of Health's 
role in this case, we might 
briefly say this;
